COLUMBUS (UPI) - State 
Issue 5 would estab lish a 
Residential Utility Consumer 
A ction G roup (RUCAG) to 
represent and protect consum­ 
ers in utility rate cases and 
other regulatory proceedings. 
RUCAG would be a non-profit 
corporation whose m embership 
would consist of 
residential 
utility consum ers who paid at 
least $6 a year to belong, under 
the language of the am end­ 
ment. 
* 


While m em bership is volun­ 
tary, RUCAG would represent 
all residential custom ers, a c ­ 
cording to Ohioans for Utility 
Reform (OUR), the sponsoring 
organization. 
Utilities would be required to 
collect mem bership dues for 
RUCAG 
under 
a 
voluntary 
check-off system. 
The organization’s board of 
trustees would be elected for 
two-year term s by the m em ­ 
bership-at-large, and no board 


m em ber could serve m ore than 
three consecutive term s. 
The initial sev en -m em b er 
board is named in the con­ 
stitu tio n al 
am en d m en t, 
to 
serve until an election is called 
That would occur when RUCAG 
collected its first $10,000 in 
contributions. 
Board members would have 
to be bonded and would be 
subject to recall. They could not 
be 
utility 
em ployes 
or 
shareholders, nor the spouses 


of sam e, and they could not 
have held elective or appointive 
governm ental positions for the 
previous five years. 
Board m em bers would be 
subject to a set of ethical and 
public disclosure standards set 
forth in the am endm ent They 
would not be allowed to own 
more than one share of utility 
stock.

At Least 4 
Claimed In 
River Crash 
DESTREHAN, La. (UPI) - 
A ferry boat carrying commut­ 
ers to work collided with a 
cargo ship today and capsized 
in the Mississippi River, tossing 
passengers into the water and 
trapping others on board. 
Officials confirm ed at least 
four dead, but said death toll 
would probably rise. 
“We don’t know how many 
there were on board,” a Coast 
G uard sp o k e sm a n in New 
Orleans said 
‘T here w ere people in the 
water. Some w ere picked up by 
boaters in the area. We have a 
helicopter en route to pick up 
divers,” he said. 
The collision between the 
George P rince and the cargo 
vessel occurred before dawn 
about 30 m iles upriver from 
New O rleans. It left the ferry 
floating bottom up and aim less­ 
ly adrift in the river current. 
Dozens of sm all boats arrived 
on the scene within minutes to 
rescue survivors. Workers at 
the scene said the bodies of 
three m en and a women were 
pulled from the river. 
Sheriff’s deputies in the New 
Orleans suburb of Jefferson 
Parish stationed boats in the 
river to pick up survivors, 
bodies or debris floating down­ 
river from the collision.

Supreme Court Leaves 
4 Issues On Ballot 


GM had announced earlier it

COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Ohio Suprem e Court denied a 
request Tuesday to remove 
from the Nov. 2 ballot four of 
seven proposed amendments to 
the Ohio Constitution, including 
th ree -en e rg y related issues 
strongly opposed by a labor- 
utility-business coalition. 
T he co u rt also ch astized 
plaintiffs in the case, form er 
D em ocratic Chairman Eugene 
P .O ’G rady, John M. Mountain 
and Jam es A Garry, for their 
tardiness in filing the suit. 
O ’G ra d y , 
M ountain 
and 
G arry, all officials of Citizens 
for Safe, Lower Cost E lec­ 
tricity, the m ajor organization 
opposing the four issues, filed 
suit 
Sept. 
27, arguing 
that 
S ecretary of State Ted Brown 
had illegally authorized place­ 
m ent of the issues on the Nov 2 
ballot. 
F urther, argued the plain 
tiffs, the General Assembly had 
failed to appoint persons to 
prepare argum ents, as requi 
red. against the issues. 
A rgum ents for and against 
proposed amendm ents to the 
Ohio Constitution must, by law, 


appear in legal advertising in 
m ajor newspapers throughout 
the state 
“It is the conclusion of this 
court that the placing of the 
issues in question on the ballot 
and tabulating the votes cast 
thereon do not constitute the 
exercise of quasi judicial power 
by the Secretary of State,” 
wrote the court 
The high court observed that 
the suit was not filed until Sept. 
27, even though 
Brown 
in 
formed legislative leaders Sept 
9, he could no longer delay the 
advertising 
“It is fitting to observe,” said 
the unanimous opinion, “that 
the delay...could in itself, In­ 
sufficient cause to deny relief 
even if relators were otherwise 
entitled to it.*' 
The court cited a 1964 case, 
which stated that in election 
cases “time is such an im­ 
portant factor” and "ektrem e 
diligence and the prom ptest of 
action is required.” 
The court’s decision on the 
four issues was tin- second 
victory for Ohioans for Utility 
Reform, the consum er group 


which circulated initiative peti­ 
tions to get the amendm ents on 
the ballot. 
Earlier this year, the cour( 
dismissed a case filed by the 
state’s utility companies chal­ 
lenging procedures used by the 
consumer group to gather the 
required 307,000 signatures. 
If adopted by voters, the four 
issues would: 
set minimum rates for the 
first 400 kilowatts of electricity 
and the first 30,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas used by residential 
utility custom ers, 
establish a non-profit con­ 
sum er agency to fight utility 
rate increases, 
require Ohio General As­ 
sembly approval of the con­ 
stru ctio n 
or 
expansion 
of 
nuclear powered electric gene­ 
rating facilities and require 
that the facilities have com ­ 
plete liability insurance, 
standardize the num ber of 
signatures

to

Kissinger 
Soys Israel 
Is 'Asset' 


N E W YO RK (U P I) - Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
told a Jewish audience Tuesday 
night Israel was a strong asset 
and not a “ burden” to the 
United States. 
Kissinger’s speech, in which 
he also defended US. policy on 
human rights as a marriage of 
m orality and realism , was 
briefly interrupted by about 15 
militant Jewish demonstrators 
who shouted that the secretary 
had betrayed Israel by forcing 
it 
to accept 
a 
“ premature 
cease-fire” in the 1973 Middle 
East war. 
A fter 
the 
protestors 
— 
chanting “ Kissinger Must Go” 
were ejected from 
the 
banquet 
hall, 
the 
secretary 
said, “ This sounded like one of 
my Harvard setjiinars.” 
Minutes 
later, 
he 
again 
departed from his prepared 
text and rejected a statement 
by the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff that Israel's 
defense was “ a burden” on the 
United States. 
Without directly mentioning 
Gen. George S. Brown or his 
controversial 
remark 
in an 
interview this week, Kissinger 
said: “ In our joint efforts, we 
consider Israel noj as a burden, 
but as a strong asset. Not as a 
liability, 
but 
as 
a 
staunch 
bastion of democracy.” 
The comment drew loud 
applause from the audience at 
the Synagogue Council 
of 
A m erica’s 50th anniversary 
dinner Among those on the dais 
was Kissinger’s father, Louis. 
In his speech, 
Kissinger 
defended his achievements of 
the last eight years and, 
without naming Jim m y Carter, 
rebutted 
the 
Dem ocrat's 
charge that US. foreign policy 
under the Republicans had not 
advanced moral principles. 
"Ours is not a choice between 
morality and pragmatism,” he 
said. “ We cannot escape either 
and still remain true to the 
American 
character 
or 
the 
needs 
of 
the 
world 
com ­ 
munity." 
He said his step-by-step 
diplomacy in the Middle East 
and increased emigration of 
Jews from the Soviet Union 
were two successful examples 
of this combination of idealism 
and realism 
Other achievements of his 
term, he said, were: ending the 
Vietnam w ar; beginning a 
process of “ conciliation" 
in 
southern A frica; improving 
relations with US.allies and the 
Soviet Union and China; and 
making 
progress 
toward 
nuclear disarmament.

Greece as vice president in 
1972, but now a member of the 
Greek opposition is asking that 
he be barred from the country 
as an undesirable alien. 
Opposition 
deputy 
Con­ 
stantine Komiotakis submitted 
a bill to parliament Tuesday to 
declare Agnew, the son of a 
Greek emigrant, persona non 
grata. 
Kom iotakis 
asked that 
Agnew be barred from Greece 
“ because his presence is a 
provocation to public sentiment 
and an insult to Greek pride.” 
He said Agnew had en­ 
couraged the former military 
junta in Greece and was now 
involved with “ colonialist capi­ 
talists trying to exploit the toil 
of the Greek people.” 
Agnew currently is working 


as a public relations man for 
Greek shipowner and business­ 
man John Latsis and has made 
several trips to the Middle 
East, often passing through 
Greece, 
But since a financial scandal 
brought about his downfall in 
1974, Agnew has received little 
publicity on his visits 
“ He comes here on his ow n 
He 
is just

visitor,” a spokesman at the 
US. embassy said 
A Greek government spokes­ 
man said it would be up to 
parliament to decide on the

parliamentary sources said it 
was not likely to pass.

fam iliar to those who have 
follow ed the news

hustings. When he was 21, and a 
World War II infantrym an in 
Italy, Dole led a charge against 
an angry G erm an machine-gun 
em placem ent.

received shell fragm ents in the 
shoulder and several cracked 
vertebrae. He spent 39 months 


It will surprise no one who has lived through 
the past decade and a half to be told that the 
world has vastly changed in that period What 
may be a surprise is just how greatly the 
vocabulary we use to describe and explain that 
world to ourselves and others has also changed. 
In the past 15 years, more new words have 
been added to the English language, as spoken 
by Americans, than perhaps any tim e in our 
history. 
The G C. M erriam Co has published 6.000 of 
them in a special supplement to its W ebster's 
Third New International Dictionary It is a book 
that is as difficult to put down as the monstrous 
Third is to lift up 
It's all there, from Age of Aquarius to zilch, 
from aerospace to ZPG (zero population growth) 
— these and other words or term s that have 
become such a fam iliar part of the vocabulary 
that we forget how recent they are. 
As in the past, the most prolific sources of new 
words have been science and technology Space 
flight, for exam ple, gave us moonwalk and 
earthrise Astronomy: quasars and black holes 
Physics: a host of subatomic particles, as well as 
negadeath 
one million deaths, 
a 
unit 
of 
m easurem ent in reference to atomic w ar) and 
the means to deliver it — the sm art bomb 
But social change and ferm ent, as reflected in 
the anitw ar movement, integration, the new 
sexual permissiveness and the search for per­ 
sonal identity, also contributed to the growth of 
the language 
Ego trip, counterculture, chairperson, funky 
for only a few examples, were developed to 
describe new ways of living, new ideas, new 
philosophies 


During the past 15 years, Americans talked 
about — rapped about, that is — the Peter 
Principle, ufology (the study of UFOs), bionics 
(solving engineering problem s with biological 
inform ation' and cryonics (freezing the dead). 
We drank cold duck apres-ski and discussed 
biological clocks, rapid eye movement and 
aversion therapy 
The straight ones among us wondered about 
the behavior of swingers and groupies and other 
flaky types, while the libbers held consciousness- 
raising sessions on how to deal with the machos 
(excessively asculine m ales) who put them 
down. 
We lost our collective cool over W atergate and 
a new meaning was given to an old word — 
stonewall. 
In short, life has been a Chinese fire drill (a 
state of great confusion). Yet despite all the 
problems of the 60s and early 70s, the upticks 
and downticks of the stock m arket, sky-jackings 
and rip-offs, most of us have reached fat city (a 
state of being well-off). 
We wouldn’t want to live through the ex­ 
perience of the past 15 years again, but the 
language we use will never let us forget them.

Take 
what He gives and give what He asks 
Gambling--A Fact Of Life

WASHINGTON - Illegal 
betting is an inevitable fact of 
life 
and 
most 
local 
police 
departm ents have never had 
more than a "m inim al im pact” 
on large gambling operations 
In fact, local police depart­ 
ments often direct their inef­ 
fective efforts 
at 
low-level, 
stre et-co rn er c ra p shooters 
while high-level rack e teers 
reamin untouched 
That’s the assessm ent of a 
federal commission that for 
three years has been trying to 
find out why people gamble and 
what - if anything - ought to be 
done about it. The Commission 
on the Review of the National 
Policy 
T ow ard 
G am bling 
concluded this week that much 
can be done to control illicit 
wagering but 
states 
should 
have prim ary responsibility for 
determining who can bet on 
what 
At the local level bookmaking 
and numbers are prim e sources 
of 
police 
and 
political 
corruption that enables illegal 
gambling to exist Even when 
anti-gambling efforts are not 
stymied by official corruption, 
the 
com m ission 
found 
numerous other roadblocks — 
including too lenient courts and 
lack of 
specialized 
police 
gambling units - to prevent 
effective 
an ti-g am b le 
en­ 
forcement 
Enforcement Wanted 
The commission found that 
local police forces are likely to 
believe citizen s have little 
in terest 
in 
vigorous 
en ­ 
forcem ent of anti-gam bling 
laws 
H ow ever, a national 
survey commissioned by the 
study group found that although 
m ost 
people 
d o n ’t . favor 
legalized gambling, people do 
w ant stiffe r gam bling en ­ 
forcement. N early half of the 
Citizens surveyed thought it 
was “very im portant” to en­ 
force gambling laws and more 


than half thought bookmakers 
should be arrested and jailed. 
E ven though people a p ­ 
p aren tly favor 
less 
illicit 
w agering, 
gam bling 
is 
a 
pasttim e endulged in by two- 
thirds of the American people, 
according to Charles H Morin, 
chairm an of the commission 
that presented its final 410-page 
report to the President and to 
Congress. 
Gambling. Morin said, was 
approved by perhaps 80 per 
cent of the people and con­ 
tributes more than any other 
sin g le en terp rise to police 
corrution and to the well-being 
of crim inals. 
At a news conference earlier 
Morin offered that A m encans 
gam ble simply because they 
like it. They see nothing wrong 
with it. 
"There is 
no real 
distinction between going to the 
track to place a bet and backing 
their favorite horse with the 
local bookmaker,” he said. 
Enforcem ent Impossible 
"E ffec tiv e gam bling e n ­ 
forcem ent is an impossible task 
How can any law which 
prohibits what 80 per cent of the 
people approve, be enforced’’” 
In 
1974, the com m ission 
estim ated some $17 billion was 
legally wagered in the U. S.

Inside Labor

The Unspeakable Subject 


WASHINGTON — Suddenly 
American journalists have dis­ 
covered what this column has 
been reporting for some time 
now — that m aritim e labor 
leaders are the practitioners of 
the nation’s most sophisticated 
political power plays. 
And they play it hard. They 
are tough pragm atists. They do 
th eir hom ew ork.

Trades D epartm ent, “ that man 
just beat m e” in the Congress 
on the m aritim e bill. 
Then, during the next ad­ 
m in istratio n , the m aritim e 
leaders backed Dick Nixon. He

layed it big for them — in ship- 
uilding and cargo carrying. 
And all 
through 
the 
years 
there’s always been affection 
for Jerry Ford. For them he 
was "right” on M aritim e. And 
for them th at’s the nam e of the 
game. 
Then President Ford vetoed 
,the Energy Transportation Se­ 
curity Act of 1974. They had 
fought for this one for years. It 
called for far heavier trans­ 
ocean freight and more jobs 
than in any era except wartim e.

What looked like the makings of 
an o th er 
g o v ern m en t

scandal recently reared its ugly 
head.

Energy A dm inistration of being 
“in bed” with the oil industry. 
A shocking allegation like 
that sends a good investigative 
reporter digging after more 
facts. So I 
began checking 
around to see w hat I could fina 
out. 
In fo rm atio n w as hard to 
com e by, p erh ap s because 
federal agencies and private 
industries becoming bedfellows 
usually results in a coverup. 
About the only help I received 
was from an anonymous source 
in the oil industry whom I shall 
allude to here by the code name 
“Deep Well.” 
At first, I ran into a stone wall 
of denials. 
‘T h ere ’s not a word of truth 
in it,” an industry spokesman 
told me. ‘T h e oil industry has 
never even so much as held 
hands with the FEA, much less 
gotten into bed with it.” 
Stabbing in the dark, 1 said, 
“Suppose I w ere to tell you the 
oil industry had been seen 
making goo-goo eyes at the 
FEA ?” 
‘T he oil industry has looked 
on a num ber of federal agencies 
w ith lu s t,” the spokesm an 
conceded. “But I think we are 
entitled to forgiveness. 
“If other industries get in bed 
with regulatory commissions, 
we don’t pass judgm ent on 
them .”

Information Offered 
On School Bond Issue 
Common Pleas Court 


With only two weeks to go 
until election day, 
Nov. 
2, 
Salem City Schools are trying 
to get information before the 
public concerning a school bond 
issue for 1.4 mills which will be 
on local ballots. 
The millage, says the Salem 
Board of Education, will cost 
taxpayers nothing more than 
they are presently paying, yet 
will raise $1,565,000 necessary 
to replace McKinley School and 
repair Prospect School to a safe 
condition until it, too, can be 
replaced 
This “ miracle” is possible, 
says Supt. Robert E. Pond, 
because 1.4 mills will go off the 
tax rolls this year with the 
retirement of bonds on the 
original section of the Senior 
High School building 
He points out the millage will 
mean only about $9 80 a year on 
an average $20,000 house and 
adds, “This seems a very small 
price to pay for the future of 
Salem schools and Salem 


children.” 
IT W ILL BE a third try for a 
bond issue to replace the 
system’s two oldest buildings, 
which have seen service since 
the late 19th century. With each 
try, the package has been pared 
in attempts to meet voter ap­

RIV ERSID E, Calif. (U PI) - 
It’s not possible to get close 
enough to the sun to study the 
solar flares so engineers at the 
University of California, River­ 
side, built their own “ sun.” 
The 
intricate 
laboratory 
model doesn't look like a ball of 
burning gases. It’s more like a 
giant Tinker Toy. 
Solar flares trigger magnetic 
storms on Earth, which inter­ 
rupt radio communications and 
play havoc with electric power 
transmission, and in this space 
age the radiation outbursts can 
damage sensitive electronics in 
spacecraft and even harm 
astronauts. 
I "W e’re trying to construct a 
theoretical model of solar 
flares," Dr Peter Baum said in 
an interview 
“ The long-term 
idea is understanding the basic 
stages that lead to a prediction 
of a flare. 
“ At the moment, prediction is 
little better than at random. I 
would say in two years we 
might be able to predict a 75 per 
cent chance of flares for the 
fallowing week or two.”

Solar flares result from 
tremendous explosions on the 
sun which release magnetic 
energy and send bursts of 
radiation and clouds of hot 
electrified gas into space. 
Baum’s laboratory device is 
a wall-sized bank of capacitors 
which build up a charge of 
15,(XX) volts, hundreds of thou­ 
sands of amperes, which is 
discharged through argon gas 
in an enclosed chamber 
While the explosive flares on 
the sun can last up to 10 
minutes, the flare in the 
laboratory model lasts lOmil- 
lionths of a second 
“ We have oscilloscopes to 
view the flare at very high 
speed,” Baum said, “ and a 
camera with a shutter that will 
open and close in a millionth of 
a second " 
He described the chamber as 
a glass vacuum envelope, a 
Pyrex wall cut from a large bell 
jar The voltage is built up from 
a 110-volt wall socket, stored in 
capacitor banks and then 
released suddenly

D EA R P O L L Y — My refrigerator stands right next to 
the stove I always try to remember to wipe it off when I 
wash dishes, but sometimes I forget. One day, I really 
had to use some elbow grease and scouring powder. It 
dulled the enamel Now any grease sticks like glue. I am 
afraid to use more scouring powder for fear all the 
enamel will come off My refrigerator is 15 years old 
and I do not want to paint it I wonder if there is any 
other solution to keep the grease from adhering. — 
MRS. W O. 
D EA R M RS. W.O. — After you get the refrigerator 
grease free by using a non-abrasive household cleaner, 
apply either kitchen or automobile wax. This should af­ 
ford some protection from grease splatters. — PO LLY . 


D EA R PO LLY — I am answering the reader who wanted to 
know how to treat feathers to be used for making pillows. I 
was the oldest of nine children. We had little money, so we ate 
lots of wild ducks and geese. Mom used the feathers to make 
pillows and feather beds. She did nothing to them Only goose 
and duck feathers were ever used, since Mom thought the 
feathers from other birds were too stiff. The birds were dry 
picked from the necks down and any dirty or bloody feathers 
were discarded. The stiff wing and tail feathers were never 
used Such feathers can be washed but do not dry in a dryer or 
the bright sunlight, since you do not want to draw the natural 
oils from the feathers. Ours lasted for years and I do not 
remember ever throwing any of them away. I think manufac­ 
turers now use chicken feathers that are chopped and curled 
Mom turned her nose up at chicken feathers saying they were 
too heavy. — G R A C E 
D EA R P O LLY — When I prepare feathers to use in pillow. I 
pluck the wild birds dry and save only the softest of the 
feathers If you scald the birds and the feathers are wet, it is 
easy to go on and wash them. Make a comfortably warm 
detergent suds in a large bucket, add feathers and squeeze 
around like fine washables. Squeeze out and put them in pail of 
clear warm rinse water. I pour feathers through a colander to 
get all the water out After squeezing last of water out (out of 
doors) and pushing against bottom of the colander, I dump the 
feathers into an old pillowcase, fasten the top securely and 
hang on the clothesline, being sure to go out and fluff them up 
every so often It usually takes two or three days of nice 
weather to completely dry them. I prefer putting fewer in a 
bag so I do not have to worry about mustiness if they are slow 
in drying Strip feathers from quills if any are stiff so all is 
soft as down — E L S IE

The big m a­ 
chine set five records, about 
three times as fast as records in 
the Guinness World Book of 
Records set earlier by Control 
D ata's 7600 computer 
W .C.Norris, board chairm an 
and chief executive officer of 
Control Data, said only a few 
governm ent agencies could 
afford the $7 million to $10 
million required to buy a STAR- 
100. 
So the firm is offering a new 
time-sharing data service, ena­ 
bling a user to buy only the time 
and resources needed to solve 
his problem at a price ranging 
from $1,500 to $7,000 an hour 
S. Steve Adkins, m anager of 
the STAR Service Center, says 
a custom er can reach the super 
computer from anywhere in the 
world by ordinary telephone 
lines or satellite data links 
Some gee-whiz facts about 
the big machine:

of computer paper would be 
required to record the results of 
just one second of computation 
It 
could 
“ re a d ” 
the 
equivalent of the 1,569 white 
pages of

telephone d irecto ry in five 
seconds. 
Inform ation 
m oves 
through the com puter’s core 
memory at a rate of 1.6 billion 
characters per second. 
Norris said the com puter is 
expected to be "particularly 
useful to scientists and engi­ 
neers in solving very large 
problems related to nuclear 
reactor design, w eather fore­ 
castin g , energy ex p lo ratio n , 
structural analysis and aeros­ 
pace applications." 
Norris said a conventional 
computer stores information in 
a random m anner while the 
super computer data is stored 
m organized lists. 
A nother 
ex am p le: 
In 
processing payroll checks for 
10.000 employes, a conventional 


computer would calculate gross 
pay, deductions and net pay in 
several 
op eratio n s 
before 
completing the first check. This 
would require about 200 in­ 
structions The computer than 
would repeat the process for the 
remaining 9,999 checks, using a 
total of 2 million calculations. 
The new super computer first 
would calculate the gross pay 
for all 10,000 checks with the 
sam e num ber of instructions 
needed to calculate gross pay 
for one check in the past. STAR 
then would figure deductions 
and net pay for all 10,000 checks 
with no more instructions than 
it used to take for one check. 
In the past it took about 24 
hours to compute tomorrow's 
weather 
On the new super 
computer, it takes only an hour 
of computer time. 
The com puter not only is fast, 
Adkins said 
It can "find 
solutions to problem s that 
simply cannot be solved with 
conventional com puters."

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
United States dollar will be 
replaced in an orderly manner 
by a new currency in the near 
future, according to Dr Franz 
Pick, controversial currency 
expert. 
Pick further said the strate­ 
gy, 
backed 
by 
the 
United 
States, of deliberately under­ 
mining the value of gold as an 
international monetary unit is 
doomed to failure. 
In his 1975-76 Pick’s Currency 
Yearbook 
that details 
109 
leading monetary units, includ­ 
ing a lengthy section on gold. 
Pick, considered the bad boy of 
currency circles, said, "For 40 
years various administrations 
in the United States have tried 
to eliminate gold from 
the 
minds of Americans " 
This strategy, he said, was 
based on the idea of enhancing 
the US dollar and at the same 
time “making gold more or less 
unnecessary in the manage­ 
ment erf America's economy." 
In an interview, Pick predict­ 
ed not only that this strategy is 
doomed to failure, but that the 
US dollar will collapse and the 
governm ent 
issue 
a 
new 
currency pegged one-to-ten on 
the present one 
He said the change will occur 
"in an orderly manner,” but 
assets of sqme .Americans will 
be immediately devalued, "and 
many people will be wiped 
out." 
"The 
Western 
world 
is 
pressing further to reduce all 
money values, a procedure that 
will take a few more years 
during which the law-abiding 
bourgeois will see its monetary 
assets wiped out,” Pick said. 
Pick, who has 
his 
office 
wallpapered 
with a 
special 
design of the US. Confederate 
dollar and the French "Assig­ 
nat," a script used during the 
'French revolution, said these 
two "worthless" currencies are 
a reminder that the destiny of a 
country’s rulers is determined 
by its currency. 
He said the debasement of the 
United States dollar, 
which 
began after World War II. must 
be 
stopped. 
As 
Am erica 
became the number-one power 
of the globe. Pick said, her 
dreams of full employment and 
continued econom ic growth 
"led to the deification of 
spending more money than the 


nation takes in.” 
Consequently, 
more 
paper 
money was created in various 
forms — from banknotes, to 
goverment 
bonds, 
to credit 
facilities provided by central 
banks, and 
to billions 
in 
Eurocurrencies 
"Since gold cannot be prin­ 
ted, this theory demanded an 
end to gold as an international 
currency medium,” Pick said 
"But they must realize that a 
sound dollar in one of the few 
relatively free countries left in 
the world, is more important 
than any political considera­ 
tions," he said 
Pick said the trend accelerat­ 
ed in mid-1975 after the dollar 
devaluations in 1971 and 1973, 
and the restoration of legal gold 
ownership in the United States, 
when "the fight against gold 
became an official campaign,” 
Pick said, however, there 
already is movement back to 
gold, in the opposition of many 
countries to the IMF sales 
He said the Soviet Union has 
in the planning stage issuance 
of a gold ruble, and there "is a 
danger some European nations 
may link with this currency.” 
Pick studied the theory of 
currency in Europe, and has 
devoted his life to his theories 
on world currency. He was on 
the Nazi kill list for his ac­ 
tivities in managing finances 
for the French R esistance 
during the war He said he has 
probably been on more blackl­ 
ists than any other investment 
adviser for his theories on 
money. 
"But I have been right," he 
said

—The state does little to 
resolve problems of existing 
industry which could lead to 
relocating or expanding else­ 
where. 
—Cooperation and communi­ 
cation between the state Deve­ 
lopment Department and local 
development groups is not as 
good as well organized states 
also competing for industry. 
—Ohio does not respond to 
new business prospects with 
"prompt accurate inform a­ 
tion." (The Fantus Corp says it 
usually 
by-passes 
the 
state 
development department and 
goes directly to local industrial 
groups in behalf of a client 
interested in locating in an Ohio 
city.) 
—The state development de­ 
partment 
"lacks 
detailed 
fam iliarity of sp ecific geo­ 
graphic regions 
(within the 
state) and does not project an 
image of expertise which can 
be relied on in matchin in­ 
dividual communities to com­ 
pany requirements.” 
A draft copy of the Rhodes 
Administration’s version of the 
Fantus 
report 
acknowledges 
that some problems may exist, 
but presents them in positive 
terms.

Jle Calls Himself ‘Custody Vigilante’ 
Kidnaping Is ‘Mean Gene’s’ Business 


l F O L E Y , Mo. (U P I) - For 
someone who calls himself “ the 
meanest man in the world,” 
Gene Austin has surprisingly 
tender 
feelings 
toward 
children. 
His 
work 
brings 
him 
in 
contact with a lot of kids, and 
their parents too. Austin is 
hired by one parent to kidnap 
children from the other parent 
r placing himself right in the 
middle of bitter divorces and 
custody battles. 
Austin, 53, doesn’t like to 
think of his work as child- 
snatching, the term often used 
for this growing type of ac­ 
tivity He prefers to call himself 
a “ custody vigilante,” someone 
who takes the law into his own 
hands at a parent’s request 
because the law is inadequate 
and enforcement is worse. 
Pressed for a self-definition, 
Austin, rarely at a loss for 
words to describe himself or his 
exploits, 
says 
in 
measured 
tones, “ I ’m a man who picks up 
sm all, 
socially 
disruptive 
causes and tries to correct 
them ” 
Then, switching to his role as 
“ Mean Gene,” he adds, “ If 
circumstances warrant it, I can 
get meaner than hell.” 
Austin doesn't 
keep 
very 
careful records of his vigilante 
escapades He has lost count of 
the number of children he has 
snatched —- probably more than 
500 
and doesn’t have any set 


fee, just whatever the wronged 
parent can afford. 
One statistic he is quick to 
cite is how many attempts have 
been made on his life — three in 
the last two years. “ You’re not 
playing with sissies,” he says. 
Austin is in business because 
of the maze of child custody 
laws among the 50 states and 
the lack of reciprocal agree­ 
ments 
to enforce 
them. 
A 
parent who loses custody in one 
state often goes to another 
state, wins custody there, then 
returns for the chidren. 
If the other parent in such a 
situation wants the children 
back, the law may be of little 
help. What is needed is force 
and someone who knows how to 
either stay within the law or 
break it when no one is looking. 
That’s where Austin and his 
growing number of colleagues 
gome in. 
They are bound together in a 
loosely organized underground, 
giving each other shelter as 
they criss-cross the country in 
search of their prey. Austin is 
usually on the go and not easy 
to reach. A caller can leave a 
message at a store near his 
home in Foley, about 40 miles 
northwest of St. Louis, and 
Austin is likely to return it 
within a few weeks from a 
roadside phone booth. 
Austin’s vigilante 
methods 
are not always appreciated by 
legal authorities on the child 


custody dilemma. One critic is 
Bridgitte M. Bodenheimer, a 
professor 
of 
law 
at 
the 
U niversity of California at 
Davis. 
“ I don’t approve of methods 
that are outside the law,” she 
told U PI. “ But in the present 
legal chaos we are in, a person 
like Austin is doing a service to 
some people. 
“ What it does to the children, 
though is terrible,” she added. 
“ For many it could be a very 
frightening experience, being 
treated like fugitives.” 
Austin agrees. “ Of course it 
does them harm, absolutely,” 
he says. “ We try to get a child 
into an attitude that it’s a big 
adventure, but after the third 
time around it isn’t an ad­ 
venture any more. They start to 
feel like a ping-pong ball.” 
In one of his more celebrated 
cases Austin was convicted of 
assault after he sprayed a 
chemical into the face of a 
Miami woman in August 1974 
while he was snatching her 2- 
year-old son. 
A judge sentenced him to 30 
months in jail, saying his ac­ 
tions set the stage for physical 
violence and as a revolutionary 
he must be prepared to take the 
consequences. The original 
charge was reduced and Austin 
ended up serving four months 
behind bars. 
Austin says he is 75 per cent 
disabled from a back injury 


suffered while working for an 
oil company in Saudi Arabia 
and his wife is 100 per cent 
disabled 
with 
multiple 
sclerosis. They were divorced 
in 1963 — it was the only way 
they could get government aid 
to feed their children, he said — 
and remarried 10 years later, 
when the law was changed. 
“ I got sue thousand bucks 
behind on my child support,” he 
says with a laugh, “ and mama 
repossessed me.” 
Austin says he has been a 
cowboy, a cab driver, a laborer 
and everything in 
between 
Right now he’s a vigilante, but 
he says he would be happy to 
quit — if the police would take 
over and do the job right. 
And what happens when 
there are no more children to 
snatch? 
“ I ’ll go on to bigger and 
better fights,” says Mean Gene, 
“ with 
meaner and 
meaner 
people.”

Encroachment Rule 


Confusing To Fans 


CO LUM BUS (U P I) — The 
new 
“ encroachment” 
rule 
being used this season in Ohio 
high school football is confusing 
coaches, players, fans and even 
some officials. 
The new rule, which has 
almost eliminated the old off­ 
side penalty 'the only time 
offside can be called is on a 
kickoffi, 
restricts 
a 
player 
from either the offensive or 
defensive team, 
except 
the 
center, from encroaching upon 
the neutral zone—an area 11 1- 
4-inches wide or equal to the 
length of a football. 
If, after the center has made 
his final adjustment of the ball, 
a player is in the neutral zone, 
encroachment is called and 
play is immediately stopped. 
That is part of the problem- 
getting play stopped 
Encroachment 
is 
what 
is 
called a “ dead ball foul,” thus 
no play can be run after it is 
called and the offended team 
gets no option of taking or 
refusing the penalty. 
I n one game witnessed by this 
reporter, a team scored on a 
long pass play and had already 
lined up for the conversion 
attempt After several minutes, 
the play was called back, a five- 
yard penalty marched off 
against 
the defensive 
team 
w hich encroached, and the play 
rerun because there is no op­ 
tion 
In last Friday night’s Cam- 
bridge-Canton Timken contest, 
Cambridge scored 
in 
the 


closing seconds to tie the game 
19-19 then made the conversion 
for an apparent 20-19 lead. But, 
Timken was called for en­ 
croachment 
The conversion 
had to be retried and was 
missed, resulting in a 19-19 tie. 
‘The reason the rule was put 
in was to stop the defensive 
team from intimidating 
the 
offense and trying to time the 
snap,” said 
Fred 
D afler, 
assistant commissioner of the 
Ohio High School Athletic 
Association and a rules expert. 
‘The important thing for the 
official is to stop the play,” said 
Dafler. “If you don’t get the 
play stopped, you look bad.” 
Dafler, who also officiates 
games, admits it can’t always 
be accomplished 
“ Here’s what makes it tough 
on officials,” he said. “ Let’s 
say the defensive player is 
trying to time the snap and 
misses it by a fraction of a 
second. The official doesn’t 
have time to stop the play." 
Dafler said of three new rules 
changes put into effect this 
season (the others involved butt 
blocking and face tackling), he 
felt 
the encroachment 
rule 
would have the most impact on 
the game, although the other 
two got the most pre-season 
publicity. 
The state’s coaches, as well 
as some officials, will be asked 
after the season to air their 
thoughts on the new rules

Reds Take 3-0 Series Edge 


NEW YO R K ( U P I) — The Cincinnati Reds, 
called 
“ an alltim e credit to baseball” by 
Manager Sparky Anderson, will shoot for a fourth 
straight victory over the New York Yankees 
Wednesday night — weather permitting — and 
the first four-game World Series sweep since 
1966. 
Leading three games to none after Tuesday 
night’s 6-2 victory at Yankee Stadium, the 
defending world champions are sending Gary 
Nolan to the mound against Ed Figueroa in the 
fourth game. Nolan led the Reds’ staff with 15 
victories while Figueroa was the leading Yankee 
winner with 19 regular season wins. 
The National Weather Service reported that 
there was an 80 per cent chance of rain but 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn will cer­ 
tainly wait until the last possible moment to 
postpone the game. 
Anderson refused to predict a sweep but made 
it clear he believes the Reds already rate 
recognition as one of baseball’s all-time great 
teams. 
“ We’ve got to win four out of seven — that’s the 
ground rules,” said Anderson. “ I would like to 
win this series here to show everybody how good 
we are.... This team is an all-time credit to 
baseball This team is going to be remembered 
for years to come.” 
Asked to comment on Yankee manager Billy 
Martin’s statement that the difference between 


the teams so far as been that "the Reds’ bloopers 
drop in and ours don’t.” the courtly Anderson 
replied: “ Baseball is a game that involves a lot of 
luck From the Yankees’ point of view, I guess we 
have been lucky.” 
Actually, however, luck has been a very small 
factor in the Series. The Yankees simply appear 
out matched in everything except pitching. The 
Reds have run riot on the bases, their top-to- 
bottom hitting strengths keep continual pressure 
on New York pitchers and they have made the 
plays in the field whereas the Yankees haven’t. 
A victory tonight, or in any of the four 
remaining scheduled games, would give the Reds 
the distinction of being the first National League 
team to win two straight World Series since the 
1921-22 New York Giants. The Reds also could 
become the first team to win four consecutive 
games in a Series since the 1966 Baltimore Ori­ 
oles. There will be eight cases of champagne in 
the Reds’ clubhouse with attendants having or­ 
ders “ to ice ’em up if things look good in the 
eighth inning.” 
Tuesday night the Reds virtually laughed in the 
faces of the whole American League when 
designated hitter Dan Driessen had a homer, 
double and single and drove in one run. Driessen 
is batting .455 as the Reds’ DH — more than 250 
points better than the Yankees’ designated hit­ 
ters.

mind about 
the

designated hitter,” said Anderson after the 
game. The designated hitter has no place in 
baseball. I am more opposed to it than ever 
Driessen is one of the very best young hitters in 
baseball. It I played him regularly he would hit 
300 with 25 homers and 100 runs batted in.” 
Driessen triggered the Reds’ three-run second 
inning with a single and stolen base, homered in 
the fourth, doubled in the sixth and was purposely 
walked in the eighth for a 3-for-3 night at the 
plate George Foster drove in two runs with a 
double and a single and Pete Rose and Johnny 
Bench also had two hits each in the Reds’ 13-hit 
attack 
Foster followed Driessen with a double off the 
right field wall to put the Reds ahead, 1-0, in the 
second inning. He went to third on an infield hit by 
Bench and scored as Cesar Geronimo hit into a 
forceout. Dave Concepcion's single delivered the 
third run of the inning. 
Driessen's homer in the fourth made it 4-0 
before the Yankees scored a run off Pat Zachry in 
the bottom of the fourth on Chris Chambliss’ 
single, a walk and another single by Oscar 
Gamble. Jim Mason's homer cut the Reds’ lead to 
4-2 in the seventh but Cincinnati iced the game 
with two runs in the eighth with the big blow a 
double by Joe Morgan 
Zachry went 6 2-3 innings and received credit 
for the victory with W ill McEnaney finishing up. 
Dock Ellis, tagged for four runs in 3 1-3 innings, 
was the losing pitcher for the Yankees. 
Martin, always a battler, Is hoping for a 


miracle comeback but he also is a realist and, 
w hen asked whether a postponement of the fourth 
game would help the Yankees, he replied: “ A 
postponement would have helped us at the start of 
the series.”

DEAR DR LAMB - The 
enclosed 
advertisem ent 
appeared in our daily paper 
Do you know anything about 
the “ New Supercharged" 
vitamin E pill? Would it be 
worth one’s time and money 
to invest in some or do you 
think it is a wild scheme to 
“ bleed the public’1" 
D EAR R EA D ER - The 
advertisement you sent me 
proclaims in headline format 
“ Sexual potency quickly im­ 
proves with new E-Pill 
The 
rest of the ad is equally as 
misleading 
The truth is that vitamin E 
does not improve sexual per­ 
formance in human beings in 
any way. It is useful in im­ 
proving fertility in rats, if you 
want to increase the rat pop­ 
ulation It also helps in some 
anim als with m etabolic 
systems entirely different 
from man. 
In fact I have received 
several letters recently from 
wives who complained that 
their husbands became impo­ 
tent after starting vitamin E 
pills. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-12. 
Vitamin E: Miracle or Myth, 
to give you some facts to go 
along with your healthy skep­ 
ticism. Others who want facts 
on vitamin E can send 50 
cents, and a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it 
Just send your letter to me in 
care of this newspaper, P.O 
Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York. NY 10019 Also I 
am sending the ad you includ­ 
ed to the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission with a request that 
they look into it on the basis of 
false claims. 
DEAR DR LAMB — I think 
you have an obligation to com­ 
ment on your statement in one 
of your columns about the 
ratio of unsaturated to 
saturated fats. You seem to 
say it doesn’t really matter. 
That seems strange in view of 
the amount of space you 
devote to informing the 
reader about the nature of 
various fats in various foods. 


Is one to conclude that it 
makes no difference whether 
one consumes Crisco. lard, 
safflower oil or olive oil? 
D EAR R E A D E R - You 
have certainly taken liberties 
with the actual statement in 
my column and I hope others 
have not. The statement you 
underlined says, “ The general 
thinking today is that 
significantly increasing the 
polyunsaturated fat level 
above the 10 per cent of the 
total calorie intake probably 
doesn’t help at all, but you do 
need a small amount.’’ 
The statement means exact­ 
ly what it says. The principle 
is that you should restrict 
ALL fat — saturated, monoun- 
saturated 
and 
polyun­ 
saturated fat — to no more 
than 35 per cent of your total 
calorie intake Increasing the 
amount of polyunsaturated fat 
above 10 per cent ofTyour 
calories will not help. There is 
no evidence that getting a 
greater portion of your 35 per 
cent fat calories as polyun­ 
saturated fat either helps or 
hurts you. The amount of 
SATURATED fat SHOULD be 
RESTRIC TED to no more 
than 10 per cent of your total 
calories 
The problem is that a 
number of investigators hoped 
that consuming lots of polyun­ 
saturated fat would prevent 
a t h e r o s c le r o s is ( f a t t y 
cholesterol deposits). Many 
people still erroneously 
believe this and in their zeal 
eat far more than the 35 per 
cent calorie allowance for 
total fat intake. 
The obvious reasons then 
why people need to know the 
fat composition of food are 1) 
to limit the total fat intake of 
all kinds in relation to the 
total calorie intake, and 2) to 
limit the per cent of calories 
as saturated fat. The Inter 
Society Commission for Heart 
Disease does not believe there 
is any advantage in adding 
polyunsaturated fat beyond 
the 10 per cent of your total 
calorie intake
